FIRE PROTECTION CONTRACT 


This Contract is entered into in duplicate effective the lst 
day of January, 1986, between THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, 
acting by and through its Mayor and members of the Board of Public 
Works and Safety ("City") and ZOLLNER CORPORATION, an Indiana cor- 
poration having its principal place of business in Adams Township, 
Allen County, Indiana ("Zollner"). 

WHEREAS, Zollner is the owner of certain improvements upon 
real estate near but outside the corporate limits of the City, 
described as follows: 

All buildings and improvements of Zollner, presently 

located or hereinafter located on an area which has a 

frontage of 922.9 feet more or less, along the east right 

of way line of Coliseum Boulevard South, a north boundary 

line of 1332 feet more or less, an east boundary line of 

1244.1 feet more or less, and a south boundary line of 

2039 feet more or less. 

Said buildings and improvements ("The Premises"), are 

presently reflected, for tax purposes, aS a real estate 

assessed valuation of $808,210 and a personal property 
assessed valuation of $2,240,534 for a total assessed 
valuation of $3,048,744, as shown on the tax records as 
recorded in the Office of the Treasurer of Allen County, 

Indiana. 
and, WHEREAS, Zollner desires to be assured that fire protection 
by City is available at The Premises above described. 

NOW THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows: 

1. TERM. For a continuous period of three (3) years, com- 
mencing January l, 1986 and terminating December 31, 1988, upon 
the receipt by City's Fire Department of a notification or signal 
that there is a fire on the premises above described, City shall 
cause the proper fire fighting station or stations to send such 
fire fighting equipment, materials and personnel to The Premises 
as it reasonably sends to other similar locations within the cor- 
porate limits of the City. 

2. MATERIALS. Zollner shall reimburse City for foam and 
powder used to extinguish any fire, said reimbursement to be made 
within ten (10) days after being billed by City for said materials 
so used. 


3. PAYMENT FOR FIRE FIGHTING SERVICES. For the fire fighting 


services provided by this Contract, Zollner agrees to pay City an 


annual sum of $7,400, payable in two installments of $3,700 each, 
due on the 15th day of January and the 15th day of July hereafter 
during the term of this agreement, with the first installment due 
on January 15, 1986. The annual charges hereinabove provided may 
be increased (decreased) based upon changes in the assessed 
valuation of The Premises, said changes to be reflected in the 
next succeeding year of the Contract; i.e., if the valuation 
changes result in a 10 percent increase in the assessed valuation 
of The Premises, then the annual charge hereinabove provided would 
be increased 10 percent in the next succeeding calendar year 
accordingly. 

4. INSPECTION. City shall cause its Fire Department person- 
nel and Fire Prevention Bureau personnel to inspect Zollner's 
building, equipment and facilities periodically, at mutually con- 
venient times, to familiarize such personnel with said buildings, 
equipment and facilities and Zollner's operation on The Premises, 
so aS to (1) determine the types of fires which may reasonably be 
anticipated on The Premises; (2) be able to render service commen- 
surate with existing service conditions; (3) make recommendations 
relative to fire prevention. 

5. NONASSUMPTION OF LIABILITY. City and City's Fire 
Department shall not assume any liability for the safety, well- 
being or destruction of any structures, buildings or the contents 
therein, nor for individuals involved therein, in the execution of 
this Contract. 

6. CONTRACT EFFECTIVE. Notwithstanding the foregoing provi- 
Sions, this Contract shall not become effective until it shall 
have been signed by the Mayor and the members of the Board of 
Public Works and Safety, and ratified and approved by the Common 


Council of the City.
